He regards the 
Mayor’s plan as utterly impracticable 
Lend as an unjustified diversion of funds 
the city needs for the construction of 
new subways to an enterprise which 
comes more directly within the province 
of the Port of New York Authority. To 
change the plan as proposed in. the 
Nicoll-Hofstadter bill, according to the 
McAvoy repom, would mean a saving to 
the city of approximately: $40,000,000 and 
two or three years in the time that would 
-be required to complete the tube. 

The Mayor in a strong plea against 
the ‘bill under discussion declared that 
to cBange the plans now would mean 
that more than $2,000,000 already ex- 
pended in carrying out his own ‘plan 
would be wasted.

How the Governor Would Economize. 


The Governor's recommendation for 
reductions in : appropriations pending 
before the Legislature to make possible 
the rebate in the personal income tax 
he proposes is briefly summarized as 
. follows: 

In highways appropriations, $3,300,000; 
in the appropriation for tubercular cat- 
tle, $2,000,000; in the $3,000,000 appropri- 
ation for bonus to next of kin of dead 

‘ World War veterans, $1,000,000. This 
would make a total in cuts of $6,300,000. 
The Governor also points to $2,061,699 
tied up in appropriations for purposes 
no longer extant, which he declares the 
Legislature could repeal if the spirit of 
cooperation existed, thus adding that 
amount to the State’s estimated liquid 
resources of $179,741,884,at the’ begin- 
ning of the coming fiscal year, making 
a total of $181,809,533 available to meet 
expenditures which, with the reductions 
urged by the Governor, would total 
$169,948,226. Thus there would be left 

' an unencumbered balance of $11,855,307, 

out of which, the Governor contends, 
$8,500,000 could be returned to. the. in- 
come tax payers without incurring any 
lack of funds to meet necessary ex- 
penditures during the next fiscal year. 
In eqnnection with his recommenda- 
tion for a reduction in the %em for 
highway construction—$1,000,000 in the 

amount for Federal post roads and §2,- 

150,000 in the amount for construction 

of new roads—Governor Smith points 
out that the total highway appropria- 
tion this year exceeds by about $8,000,- 

000 any appropriation made for the pur- 

pose out of current revenues in the his- 
tory of the State. In the years since 

1920 these appropriations have ranged 

from amounts somewhat below $13,000,- 

000 to $20,475,000, which was the sum 

appropriated last year. 


Purely Political Opposition. 


One new reason for Republican oppo- 
sition to the Govefnor’s proposal cane 
to light today. It is purely political. . 

“If we should follow the Governor's 
suggestion, it would be out of the 
question to make any tax reduction next 
year, when we will have a State cam- 
paign and when tax reduction would be 
more helpful to us than in an off, year 
like this,’’ said one prominent Republi- 
can with an unusual degree of frank- 
‘hess. ‘‘It there is no reduction this 
year, we will have enough surplus, per- 
haps, to cut down both the income tax 
and the direct tax next year.’ 

The Governor pointed out that even 
with the small surplus he says would 
result from tax reduction, the State 
would be in pretty good shape next year 
on account of not having to face ex- 
-_penditures for the New York-New Jersey 
vehicular tunnel and for the census, 
which together will call for appropria- 
tions of nearly $5,000,000 this year. 

Some Republican leaders made much 
out of the Governor’s, failure to take 
into account the $9,000,000 appropriation 
for rural schools to which, they said, he 
had assented with a full realization that 
it would make income tax reduction this 
year impossible. 


“Orderly Procedure,’’ Leader’s Plea. 


Governor Smith declared today that 
he had never made such an admission 
and that the statement emanating from 
one of the Republican leaders—Assem- 
blyman Hutchinson—was a falsehood. 
The Governor said he did not take the 
$9,000,000 into calculation because it was 
absurd under the prevailing circum- 
stances to include money not needed 
until the end of April next year in this 
year’s budget. The money, he pointed 
out, could be appropriated early next 
year and made immediately available. 

“The surplus of $3,000,000 to which the, 
Governor points in hjs statement as an 
argument for tax reduction is entirely 
‘inadequate, and the Governor knows 
. that,’’ said Senator Charles J. Hewitt, 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, in 
commenting on the memorandum. 

“In ignoring the $9,000,000 appropria- 
tion for the rural schools the Governor 
is well aware that it would mean de- 
ferring until next year something that, 
in the interest of orderly procedure, if 
nothing else, we ought to -provide for 
this year,’’ said Senate Leader Knight. 

“So this is the blast that was going to 
take the Capitol roof off,’’ was all the 
comment Lieut. Gov. Lowman was will- 
ing to make for publication, declaring 
that there would be a formal-reply to 
the Governor’s statement after the Re- 
publican leaders had had an opportunity 
to go over it in more detdil. 


Knight Says Smith Fails to Tell All. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 106 (Associated 
Press).—Senator John Knight, majority 
leader of the upper house of the Legis- 
lature, in a statement issued tonight, 
characterized as “not telling the whole 
story”: the statement made public by 
Governor Smith designed to show -where 
appropriations might be cut in order to 
effect a tax cut. 

“The easiest thing in the world is to 
tell people things they like to hear,” 
Senator Knight said, “but pleasant 
news and hard facts do not always jibe, 
and that happens to be the case in this 
instance. 

“For one thing, Governor Smith in 
presenting an array of figures, has 
failed to take into consideration large 
sums of money the necessity for which 
we cannot be blind to merely because 
we did not wish to see them.

income tax payers. I view tax reduc-. 
tion as the Governor of the whole 
State, and I am weighing every State’ 
activity in relation to the whole in 
the order of their importance. I am. 
not dealing with these problems from 
the standpoint of any particular lo- 
‘eality, and I am unable to put polit- \ 
ical advantage ahead of the interest 
of all the people of the State. 


In order to bring about income tax 
reduction it is necessary to have be- 
fore you the full picture of’our finan- 
clal-condition and from that formulate 
@ program. Thig program can be set . 
up only by cooperation between the 
Governor and the Legislature. In my 
annual message I asked for just’ such 
cooperation. I invited it. I urged it. 
I sought it. Since Jan. 7 up to and 
including the twenty-sixth day of 
February, I have been in the Capitol 
every day and every night, except 
Saturday and Sunday. Not a single 
individual connected with the major- 
ity party in the Legislature suggested 
to me that there be any conference 
looking to tax reduction. 


On the twenty-sixth day of February 
I sent a message to the Legislature 
and asked for a conferénce, because 
I had on my desk bills making appro- 
priation for highway construction that . 
expired on the following Monday 
night, March 2. 

One of these bills called for $9,000,- 
000 to. meet the Federal allotment for 
the construction of Federal post roads, 
and another for $5,150,000 for new im- 
proved State roads.

Says Leaders Viclated Agreement. 

Bearing m mind that a number of 
legislators leave Albany on Thursday 
evening, I felt it was imperative that 
I speak to them on’ Thursday and ‘be- 
‘fore adjournment of the Legislature, 
so that if an agreement could be 
reached the pending bills could be re- 
called and amended. At that confer- 
ence we all.agreed that, in order to 
prevent the injection of political dis- 
cussion into what everybody agrees is 
the plain ordinary business of the peo- 
ple of the State of New York, no one 
should give out any statements.

That 
amount is, and always has been, sub- 
ject to the general financial ¢ondition 
of the State and its ability to meet 
the new construction requirements sides 
by side with the other necessary State 
activities ‘which must be financed, In 
addition, to these appropriations for 
roads there is the State’s contribution 
to town ahd county highways, the 
amounts for which are fixed by statute 
and are not subject to change. 

The first question which therefore 
arises is as to the Federal aid money. 
When the engineers of the Highway 
Department presented their figures to 
the legislative finance committees it 
was estimated that to meet the Fed- 
eral aid money $9,000,000 would be re- 
quired, and the bill before me calls 
for this amount.

Therefore, tax reduction or no tax 
reduction, the State’s allotment to 
meet Federal roads can and should be 
reduced by $1,000,000. 

There then arises the question of 
how much the State is in a position 
to pay from the general fund for the 
construction of new highways, having 
provided for all our other obligations. 
That amount has fluctyated from year 
to. year in accordance with the gen- 
eral financial conditions of the State.

Chamberlain Points Out Every 


“Would-Be Member Must Satisfy 
Military Board. 


AUSTRIA COMES UNDER FIRE. 


:_ Ie Criticized for Failing to Cooperate 
Fully With Commissioner In 
- © Financial Reform.

GENEVA, March 10.—No special fa- 
vors may be attached to German en- 
trance to the League of Nations. This 
decision was reached tonight by the 
League Council after a long private ses- 


sion in which it..considered the reply to.| t 


be made to Dr. Stresemann’s letter to 
the League, suggesting the conditions 
under which Germany might apply for 
membership. 

These conditions were, first, that Ger- 
many be assured beforehand of a place 
on the League Council; second, that she 
be not called on for any military duties 
under Article XVI. of the covenant, 
and, third, that she be never asked to 
allow passage through her territory of 
troops acting for the League. 

Tonight’s action by the Council rules 
eut conditions 2 and 3, it being ruled 
that no such exceptions could be made 
for Germany, and that if she wished to 
join the League she must apply in rou- 
tine fashion. However, it was decided 
that the membérs of the Council will 
allow it to be known that they are dis- 
posed to grant Germany a seat in the 
Gouncil once she has become a member, 
as was evidently intended when the cov- 
enant was drafted at the Paris Peace 
Conference. 

Military Piea Eejected. 

The members of the Council are of 
the opinion that Germany’s plea that she 
could not assume possible military du- 
ties as a League member because of the 
smallness of her army is not a point tg 
be debated, inasmuch as the League 
members would be called on only in pro- 
portion to their military abilities. Thus 
Germany would not be able to use the 
issue of her League membership to pre- 
cipitate a Jebate on the military clauses 
of the Treaty of Versailles. 

The Council dealt deftly with the 
thorny issue of the relation of Germany’s 
alleged default under the disarmament 
clauses of the treaty and her entry into 
the League. Mr. Chamberlain’s formula 
was adopted in the sense that inasmuch 
as every application for League member- 
ship. must pass through the League’s 
Military Advisory Commission, whose 
duty it is to rule if the applicant has 
lived up to the military treaty duties, 
there is no use raising the issue at this 
time. 

This means that if between now and 
September Germany shall have satisfied 
the Allies on her military defaults that 
fact can be shown by the' Military Com- 
mission and if she bas not the fact may 
be made known.

REPORTS DANZIG ARMED. 


Of 350,000 Inhabitants 60,000 Are 
in Army, Frenchman Says.

PARIS, March 10.—Danzig is ready for 
all eventualities. - While the League of 
Nations Council is discussing its situa- 
tion, and its status as a free city, guar- 
anteed by the League enters into all 
considerations of the German Plan of a 
peace pact along the Rhine, Danzig, 
writes Henry de Korab in the Matin, 
presents to Europe the problem of. being 
the most armed community in the world. 

Its population is 350,000, but its Ein- 
wohnerwehr, or defense force, contains 
almost the whole male population of 
military age, or more than 60,000. In 
one little village, Schoenbeck, with 350 
imhahitants, there are 41 members of 
the national guard, including a dozen 
former officers -and non-commissioned 
officers of the German Army. 

Two years ago there were in Danzig 
three rifles for every inhabitant, and 
though that proportion has been reduced 
by sales to Poland, Rumania and other 
countries, the number of rifles and ma- 
chine guns and amount of. ammunition 
are out of all proportion to the number |! 
of inhabitants. Danzig. says M. de! 
Korab, who recently returned from a 
visit there, {s armed to the teéth, and 
not only.is it armed, but it has a strate- 
ic plan of operations. Its gerieralis- 
simo, who is camouflaged as head of the 
customs office, is a certain Major Wag- 
ner, who in a secret report to the Dan- 
zig Senate last August wrote: : 

. f' phase of the next war will 
be a fight for the corridor.

FAVORS GERMAN PROPOSAL. 


London Times Condemns Protocol 
and Anglo-French Pact Plan.

LONDON, March 10.—The Geneva pro- 
tocol and the alternative proposal of an 
Anglo-Franco-Belgian security pact are 
condemned. editorially today by The 
London Times and the German proposal 
for a five-power pact is tentatively com- 
mended.

“The protocol,’’ says ‘The London 
Times, ‘‘will not serve its all-embracing 
purpose and cannot by any of the most 
ingenious amendments be made to live. 


Britain, after mature consideration and 
close consultation with the ,dominions, 
can only accept the protocol with such 
radical amendments as would reduce it 
| in fact to a mere statement of pious as- 
pirations. 

“It is necessary to get seriously to 
work at the problem of security, and the 
opportunity is favorable. One sugges- 
tion is that we shot fall back on the 
old idea of an Angldé-French or Anglo- 
Franco-Belgian pact to guarantee the 
France and Belgium. There 
is an instinctive repugnance in Britain, 
and even more in the dominions, to the 
idea of an exclusive pact with France 
to guarantee her frontiers. There is no 
reason to elaborate the reasons for this 
repugnance; they are written deep in 
the history of the last few years. 

“The suggestion put forward in Paris 

of an Anglo-Franco-Belgian pact as at 
any rate a possible preliminary to some 
wider agreement or method of leaving 
the door open significantly to German. 
participation is almost equally inad- 
missible.- It is not in the interest of 
Britain to be identified either for a short 
or long time with the French system of 
military and political alliances that ex- 
tends through Central to Eastern 
Europe. 
“The latest German suggestions give 
a ray of hope.

‘De Stefani Denies Report of a Plan 


to Adopt New Money.

ROME, ‘March 10. — Finance Minister 
De Stefani issued a statement today de- 
nying that the Government has the in- 
tention to scrap the present Italian 
currency, replacing it with a new one on 
a gold basis. On the contrary, the Gov- 
ernment is making every effort gradu- 
ally to bring the lira back to parity 
with gold through improving the coun- 
try’s financial situation and decreasing 
the fiduciary circulation. To attribute 
any. other intention to the Government, 
said De Stefani, “is the talk of mad- 
men.’”’ 

Rumors that De Stefani intended to 
issue a new currency on a gold basis, 
something Hke what was done in Ger- 
many, was caused by discussion among 
Italy’s leading economists on whether it 
was better to strive for a gradual re- 
valuation of the lira or scrap the -old 
currency, issuing a new one on a gold 
basis. This discussion, however, is 
purely theoretical.and academic, never 
having received any support from the 
Government. 

Rumors, however, received a new im- 
pulse from a Milan power station adver- 
tising for a new engineer, stating his 
salary would be paid in gold, also by 
agitation of Milan- municipal employes, 
who are clamoring for their salaries to 
be paid in gold. his started the story 
the Government was about to issue a 
new currency on a gold basis. : 

De Stefani thought it prudent to deny 
the story immediately, fearing it might 
react on the value of the lira.

SAYS MILITARISM IS DEAD

Denies Reports That Munitions Are

The German people again will become. 


the great economic power they were be- 
fore the war, but never the great mili- 
tary power, becatise they do not wish it, 
according to Alanson B. Houghton, re- 
tiring. Ambassador to Berlin, who has 
been appointed’ American Ambassador to 
the Court of St. James’s to succeed 
Frank B. Kellogg. Ambassador Hough- 
ton, accompanied by his daughter, Miss 
Matilda Houghton, returned home yes- 
terday on the Cunarder liner Aquitania 
from Cherbourg and Southampton. 

The new Ambassador to Great Britain 
said he would go to Washington to re- 
port to the Secretary of State and to 
see the President. From Washington 
Mr. Houghton said he would go to his 
home in Corning, N. Y., to spend a 
month before going to London. In that 
time he hopes to have rid himself of a 
gevere cold he contracted recently after 
@ visit to Switzerland. . 

Mr. Houghton praised Dr. Walther 
Simons, who has been confirmed by the 
Reichstag as President ad interim of the 
German Republic, succeeding the late 
President Ebert. 

“I fave a very high opinion of Dr. 
Bimons,"’ he said, and emphasized the 
loss Germany had sustained in Ebert’s 


th. 

“In my opinion, Ebert was one of the 
greatest Germans since Bismarck. He 
had .shown the same kind of develop- 
ment that some of our Presidents had. 
He ceased to be a man and be- 
came big enough to dominate all Ger- 
many. When a man like that dies it is 
a serious and irreparable loss. 

“Tt is largely owing to Ebert that Ger- 
many is what she is today. But that 
Germany will continue with the peace- 
ful and _ economic development — that 
Ebert had outlined, I have no doubt. 

When Mr. Houghton was asked if he 
thought there was a possibility of a re- 
turn to monarchy in Germany he said: 

’ “T don’t think that element is there 

at all. In twenty or thirty years some 

one may pring up that issue, but it 
doesn’t exist today.’’ 

He said the division in the Reichstag 
was ‘‘economic rather than political, 
with the conservative group. lined up 
against labor. 

eports that Germany. was secretly 

arming for another war were ‘called to 

his attention. i 
“Tt isn’t true that large stores of mu- 

nitions are in Germany,’’ he d. 

‘“‘Here and there you may find a crazy 

man who still has a few hundred guns, 

but substantially Germany is disarmed. 

I don’t think Germany will ever be- 

come again the great military power 

she was before the war, because she 

doesn’t want to. But she will become 

the great economic power that she 
formerly was. 

: “Germany is making a rapid economic 
recovery. A year ago last Christmas 
there were between 1,000, and 1.250,- 
000 unemployed in Berlin alone. Last 
Christmas there were only 50,000. <A 
year ago last Christmas there were in 
the Reich approximately 12,000,000 un- 
employed. Last Christmas there were 
only 400,000. That result, of course, 
has been accomplished largely by the 
Dawes plan. I don’t think you can find 
anywhere in Germany any sane body of 
men not in favor of the Dawes plan. 
Germany is going through with that 
program in earnest. 

‘“‘Wages are going up quickly. In one 
month they showed an increase of 10 
per cent. The cost of living hasn’t come 
down as it will when the ‘currency is 
re-established and the people get back 
to work.

Mr. Houghton said the money situa- 
tion in Germany had greatly improved 
within the last year. as was shown by 
interest ‘rates of approximately 9 per 
cent. now as against from 40 to 50 per 
cent. a year ago. He said he had no 
doubt that Germany and France sooner 
or later would negotiate a commercial 
treaty. Germans apparently were not 
putting much money into Russia, he 
said, and he further expressed the firm 
conviction that Germany never would 
become sovietized. 

He paid the following tribute to 
Baron Ago von Maltzan, new German 
Ambassador to Washington, who ar- 
rived here Monday: d 

“Von Maltzan is a very able man. 
He is a diplomat by training. I have 
known him intimately for three years. 
I have found him frank and eager to 
bufld up the relations between the two 
countries. I feel that in von Maltzan 
they have sent their best.” 





WASHINGTON, March 10.—Alanson 
B. Houghton, Ambassador to England, 
arrived here tonight to confer tomorrow 
with Secretary Kellogg. Mr. Houghton’s 
unannounced arrival in this country 
caused some speculation as to the cause 
which brought him here so soon after 
his last visit to America as he was here 
on leave during the November election 
campaign. 

Announcement was made at the White 
House that there was no particular sig- 
nificance in Ambassador Houghton’s 
visit. It was said that he had been sum- 
moned by Secretary Kellogg to confer 
about conditions in Germany, as the Sec- 
retary desired to know at first hand the 
effect of the death of President Ebert 
and other recent developments in that 
country. 

It is also believed that Ambassador 
Houghton will be consulted about the 
character of the man who should be 
sent to Berlin. President Coolidge an- 
nounced today that he*had not yet de- 
cided whom to appoint to that post. 





Several Diplomatic Changes Likely. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—There will 
be several changes in the diplomatic 
service, according to a spokesman for 
the President. It is believed, however, 
that they will not be made for some 
time, or until Secretary Kellogg can 
fully acquaint himself with the situa- 
tion.

Moore would return to Spain, but. his 
stay is not expected to be very long, as

ment Declares, and Affirms That 
the Facts Were Put Over. 


The International Committee for Po- 
litical Prisoners yesterday issued a 
statement putting the blame for the dis- 
order which ended its meeting at Town 
Hall Monday night on the Communists 
of the Workers’ Party. The statement 
was issued over the signature of Roger 
N. Baldwin, Temporary Chairman, and 
read in-part: 

“The committee was advised in ad- 
vance of the Town Hall meeting that 
members *of the Workers’ Party would 
be present in force to protest against 


any reference to political prisoners in 
Russia. An official committee of the 
local Workers’ Party so advised us and | 
the local Workers’ Party press played 
up the protest on its front pages. We 
were confronted with the alternative of 
calling off the speakers to whom the 
Communists objected or accepting the 
interruptions and disorder they threat- 
ened. We preferred to stand by our | 
program and to attempt to carry it | 
through. We did carry it through to]' 
the last speaker, and we got the facts 
across completely, covering Russia as 
well, We felt confident that any dis- 
turbance by Communists would only 
condemn them, not our movement ih 
behalf of prisoners in all countries. We 
do not propose to shut our eyes to the 
fact that the Russian Government perse- 
cutes persons for their opinions just like 
other Governments. It would be ridicu- 
lous to conduct a movement for the re- 
lief and release of prisoners throughout 
the Bing and ore that plain fact. 
These disturbances by Communists at 
meetings where the Soviet Government 
is criticized are not new. ‘Communists 
do not believe in free speech except tor 
themselves, while we believe in it tor 
them and for all other parties in the 
United States and elsewhere. They only 
make the ‘task of getting their rights 
much more difficult by such action.’ 

r. Baldwin yesterany gave out cop- 
les of the speech he delivered Monday 
night and whtoh his audience was-unable 
to hear on account of the disorder. On 
the question of prisoners_in Russia he 
said, in part: 

“Prisoners in Russia are divided into

In his action Mr. Bonaparte alleges 
that while he was ih a sanitarium and 
“mentally ill’’ he was induced by, his 
wife to go under guard to the office 
of Moy attorney, William M. K. Olcott, 
of 170 Broadway. There he made an 
‘irrevocable’’ conveyance to Mrs. Bona- 
parte of all his property for all time 
under the impression, he says, that he 
was merely placing it in her hands while 
he was ill and that it would be restored 
to him when he recovered. -~- 

Mr. and Mrs. Bonaparte are — 
apart and Mr. Jacobs’s statement indi- 
eates thaf Mrs. Bonaparte ‘‘ordered’’ 
her husband to go. She is at the Hotel 
Madison, 15 East Fifty-eighth Street, 


and it was there that she issued her 
atatement. 


Mrs. Bonaparte’s Statement. 


“I did not call on Mr. Bonaparte in 
the sanitarium and ask him to transfer 
his property ta me,’’ Mrs. Bonaparte 
said. ‘‘The- assignment was entirely 
voluntary on ‘his part.

know at the time what financial provi- 
sion he was making for me.

LAUD OLD FAMILY DOCTOR. 


General Stitt and Others Sing His 
Praises as a Cultured Man. 


CHICAGO, March 10.—The old-time 
family doctor possessed truer culture 
than many a classical scholar, despite 
his “small Latin and less Greek,” said 
Surgeon General -E. R. Stitt of the 
United States Navy, speaking before the 
Council on Education of the American 
Medical Association today. Surgeon 
General Stitt was one of the physicians 
in attendance at the last illness of Pres-

After leaving the Grand Jury room 
Senator Antin told reporters that he at- 
tributed the prevalence of child mar- 
riages to prohibition, which, he said, had 
caused a lowering of moral standards 
among young people. He.also said that 
vice crusades in New York City. had 
compelled men of a certain type to con- 
tract civil marriages which they did not 
intend to continue, in order to escape 
trouble with the law in other respects.

McGinn Gelding Just Lasts to 
Nose Out King’s Ransome 
in the Tribune Purse.

Brings His Total of Winning Mounts

MIAMI, Fla., March 10.—The Miami 
Tribune Purse, a gallop of a mile and 


seventy yards for three-year-olds and 
. upward, was the named feature on the 
program at Hialeah Park this afternoon 
and the $1,500 purse brought a field of 
seven to the post. Fhe winner was J. B. 
McGinn’s six-year-old gelding Pegasus, 
by Golden Maxim—Brightstone, the even- 
money favorite, on which Harry Stutts 
had the mount. It was his eighth start 
here and only twice has he been out 
of the money. Pegasus carried 113 
pounds and ran the distance in the fast 
time of 1:44 flat. The winner paid 
$4.10 for a $2 ticket. : 

Stutts had another field day, with 
three winners, one second and one third, 
bringing his total of winning mounts 
for the meeting to forty-one, eight be- 
hind Kenneth Noe,’ who failed to land 
a winner in six mounts. Three favorites 
came home in front. ® 

The field was away to a good sta 
in the featured number and W. Martin’s 
Brice raced out into the early lead, 
closely pursued by W. Padgett’s 
Sandy Hatch. They raced each other 
out and eventually finished at the tail 
end of the procession. 

Stutts held Pegasus under steady re- 
straint during the early part of the race 
and let him have his head rounding in- 
to the stretch, where he moved up fast.

PRINSTEIN IS DEAD: 
WAS NOTED ATHLETE 


Won Four Olympic Titles and 
Twice Held the World’s Record 
for Broad Jump. 


—_—_—_———————- 











Myer Prinstein, former world's record 

holder in the running broad jump and 
winner of Olympic championships in 
1900, 1904 and 1906 for the United States, 
died yesterday at Mount Sinai Hospital. 
He was 45 years old. 
_ Prinstein succumbed to a heart afflic- 
tion from which he had been suffering 
for some time. He entered the hospital 
last Dec. 5 from his home in Jamaica. 

Prinstein set a world’s record of 23 
feet 8% inches for the broad jump in 
1898. This was displaced soon after- 
ward by Alvin Kraenzlein, former Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania star, but Prin- 
stein leaped to another new mark of 24 
feet 7%, inches at Philadelphia in 1900. 
This stood until the next year, when Pat 
O’Connor of Ireland set the standard at 
24 feet 11% inches. 

Prinstein captured four Olympic titles. 
He won the running triple jump, now 
known as the hop, step and jump, at 
Paris in 1900. Four years late, in the 
St. Louis Olympics, he repeated this 
victory and added the running broad 
jump title to his list. At Athens in 
1906 Prinstein again won the _ broad 
jump. He also won the A. A. U. na- 
tional broad jump championship in 1898, 
1902, 1904 and 1906. 

He was graduated from Syracuse in 
1901. He was a member of the Irish- 
American Athletic Club for many years, 
but retired from active .competition in 
1910.

Governing Body Will Ask to 
Have Sport Eliminated From 
the 1928 Games. 











LONDON, Mafch 10.—The Lawn Ten- 
nis Association wants'the game elim- 
inated from future Olympics. The Brit- 
ish delegates will submit a resolution, 
with this as an aim, at the annual gen- 
eral meeting of the International .Lawn 
Tennis Federation, to be held in Paris 
on March 20. 

None of the Olympic tennis competi- 
tors in the 1924 games in Paris seemed 
to enjoy themselves; every one com- 
plained about someghing. This new 
British decision is, perhaps, the upshot 
of. that. discontent, which at one time 
led the American delegation into a 
threat to quit the competition altogether. 

The British at the forthcoming Paris 
gathering will record their vote in fa- 
vor of the admission of Austria and 
Hungary to the international associa- 
tion, but will take no action in Ger- 
many’s case. The British have also 
decided to support membership appli- 


cations from Ireland, India, Egypt, 
Greece-and Ecuador. 
After consulting. with the United 
States Lawn Tennis Association and 
leading ,British players, the controling 
body on this side has decided to sub- 
mit the following wording of an amend- 
ed foot-fault rule to the federation: 
“Rule 6—Immediately before com- 
encitig to serve, the server shall stand 
ith both feet at rest behind (i. e., far- 
ther from the net than tHe base line) 
and within the imaginary continuation 
of the centre mark and side line, and 
thereafter until the service has been de- 
livered the server shall (a) not esange 
his position by walking or running; (b) 
maintain contact with the ground;. (c) 
eee, both his feet behind the base- 
ne.”” 


SPAIN FILES ENTRY 
FOR DAVIS CUP PLAY 


‘Asks to Be Drawn in American 


Zone, Making Total of Seven 
to Compete Here. 


Another important challenge ‘for the 
Davis Cup was received at the offices 
of the U. S. L. T. A. when the arrival 
of the Spain’s entry for the international 
tennis trophy was announced. The latest 
entry stipulated that the Spanish team 
desired to compete in the American zone, 
which swelled the entry in the American 


zone to seven. This entry constitutes a 
new record: as only six entered the 
American zone ‘last year. 

In addition to Spain, the other nations 
entered in the American zone are Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, Japan, Mexico, 
Canada and Cuba. It is an interesting 
feature of these entries that only three 
of the sever entered can be considered 
as of the North American continent or 
zone. 

Indications point to Spain’s having a 
greatly strengthened team this year in 
view of the fact-that it probably will 
include at least two young and prom- 
ising players not seen in competition out- 
side of Europe. Manuel Alonso most 
probably will captain the Spanish team 
and one of his teammates will be Ed- 
uardo Flaquer. The 1924 team was elim- 
inated in the second round of the Davis 
Cup play by the British Isles. 

The Davis Cup entries will close next 
Sunday, the date being fixed in the In- 
ternational Regulations as March 15. 
There is every indication, at the present 
time, that the record of twenty-three 
entries will be surpassed, for it is known 
that special meetings of several foreign 
tennis associations are being held at this 
a to consider the advisability of chal- 
enging.

Three Operas to Be Given From 


_Jaly 27 to Aag. 12 Under the 


Direction of Josiah Zaro. 


City Chamberlain Philip Berolzheimer 
announced vesterday on behalf of Mayor 
Hylan that plans had been completed 
for a season of free city opera. The 


site chosen in Ebbets Field, Brooklyn, 
which has been offered free to the‘city 
by the McKeever brothers and was 
chosen after it was found impracticable 
to provide seating accommodations at 
the sites under consideration in Pros- 
pect Park. 

The city’s: free opera will last from 
July 27 to Aug. 12, and will include the 
performance of three operas not yet 
chcsen. Josiah Zuro, a member of the 
Mayor’s Committee on Music, will have 
charge of the productions. He is known 
as the conductor of the Sunday Sym- 
phony Society and the Zuro Opera Com- 
pany and has been conducting operatic 
performances in New York and else- 
where for years. Mr. Zuro staged last 
Sun:mer in Ebbets Field an outdoor per- 
formance of ‘‘Pagliacci’’ for the Elka- 
nora Duse Fund. 

It is estimated the grandstand will of- 
fer accommodations for 25,000, and addi- 
tional seats will be built on the field to 
hold 15,000 more. The productions will 
be known officially as the free municipal 
open air opera season for the people of 
the City of New York.

Applauded !n Songs by Schubert, 
Schumann, Cornelius and Wolf. 


A large audience gave Mme. Julia 
Culp an enthusiastic reception at her 


recital in Town Hall last evening. For 
her program she had chosen well- 
selected groups by Schubert, Schumann, 
Peter Cornelius and Hugo Wolf. Mme. 
Culp was not in her best voice; a cold 
interfered considerably with the purity 
and certainty of her production, but 
she charmed her hearers by her inter- 
pretation, her diction and her com- 
mand of expression. 

The Schubert songs which met with 
the best favor were ‘‘Daphne’’ and ‘‘Der 
Jungling an der Guelle,’’ the interval 
bringing forth magnificent flowers, re- 
calls and much applause. The singer 
was on firmer ground the Schumann 
numbers and mana her vocal re- 
sources with much ta nd subtlety. It 
was a happy thought to include five of 
the compositions of Peter Cornelius; if 
anything they were the favorites of the 
evening, particularly a monotone, ‘“‘Ein 
Ton,’’ which could have been repeated, 
the*songs were so melodious,-so sincere 
in their simplicity and feeling.

Philadelphia Orchestra. ? 

The seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies provided the greater part of the 
Program given by the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra, Leopold Stokowski, conductor, 
last night in Carnegie Hall. A trumpet 
prelude by Henry Purcell, the greatest 
and one of the least cultivated of Eng- 
lish composers, was heard. for the first 
time hereabouts. It is a short piece, of 
@ lusty and melodious kind. The blood 
of merry England is fn it. The pity is 
that the composition is so short. Is it 
a@ detached fragment from some larger 
work? The “history of the piece, dis- 
covered by Mr. Stokowski last* Summer 
in the British Museum, is not known, 
but it is judged to be authentically of 
Purcell, having the hall-marks of his 
style, as it has the healthy, sunny char- 
acter of his genius, : 

The B minor suite of Bach for strings 
and flute followed, and served to dis- 
play the admirable qualities of Mr. Sto- 

owski’s string choir and the beautiful 
tone and finish that his first flutist, W. 
M. Kincaid, brings to his task. Of course 
the music gerved a deeper .purpose 


as 
well, for it. is Bach in one of hig most 
genial moods. This is music. of 


credit equally on the conductor’s con- 
ception’ and on the playing of the or- 
chestra. 


_, There followed the Gluck-Mottl Ballet- 
Suite, built on dances and airs froth 
My ee en Aulide,’”’ “Orphée,’’ and 
ve de,’’ music of captivating loveli- 
ness and classic spirit, reflecting not 
only the genius of Gluck, but for the 
greater part of the score the traditions 
al art. How pro- 
foundly Gluck had assimilated French 
traditions is well shown in the music 
re de’’ and “‘Iphigenie en Au- 
lide,’” which, with all its force and origi- 
nality, seems to have come down in the 
direct line from Rameau and to respond 
in every measure to his influence. Th 
familiar ‘‘Dance of the Blessed Spirits’’ 
from ‘“‘Orpheus,’’ with its melancholy, 
its tenderness and its aroma of another 
age. delighted the audience. 
hat Gluck would have said we do not 
know. Probably he would have ap- 
proved. Certainly he would have mar- 
veled at such an orchestra, such—for 
him—unheard-of sonority and depth of 
tone.- But if Rimsky-Kotsakoff had 
been present and heard the performance 
of his symphonic suite, ‘‘Scheherzade,”’ 
he would not have forgiven Mr, Stokow- 
ski some gratuitous misinterpretations. 
We refer to the needless slackening of 
tempo when the Scheherezade motif 
returns in the midst of the first move- 
ment; the changes of time values in the 
second movement and similar virtuoso 
tricks. These tricks were unnecessary, 
for the performance was one of thrilling 
virtuosity. Seldom has the finale been 
played with such splendor and savagery. 
Few are the climaxes so perféctly 
planned and carried out as that of 
Rimsky-Korsakoff' in this movement. 
He knew how to rg iy percussion in- 
struments; so does Mr. Stokowski, who 
obtained certain magnificent and un- 
usual effects by this means, It is true 
that the final pages should have more 
breadth than they were given. But why 
argue these matters? An orchestral 
composition, very well known, which 
still astonishes, indeed, overwhelms the 
listener by its utter.mastery and its wild 
imagination, was interpreted by a con- 
ductor who missed no one of its high 
spots, and drove them home over the 
footlights. Thousands of people ap- 
plauded. Perhaps some who, following 
their consciences, did not applaud, in- 
wardly wished to do likewise!

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WHO’S WHO IN THE SENATE. 

From both the Democratic and the 
Republican point of view, from that of 
all who believe in government by 
party, the demotion of the Senate 
Lafollettians was necessary and justi- 
fied. To try to cut your party’s throat 
and, having failed, to demand your old 
standing in it, is an impudence of 
which even Senator La FOLLETTE was 
for once incapable. The course of 
most of the Democratic Senators in 
declining to hamper the responsibility 
of the Republican majority and pull 
any more chestnuts out of the fire for 
their slippery occasional allies was 
wise and significant of a wiser policy 
in the future. Senator WHEELER and 
Senator CopELAND, that noble pair of 
‘brothers, were yoked again in support 
of the oppressed Lafollettians. Mr. 
WaALsu of Montana was one of a select 
party of three with Mr. HeEFr.In and 
Mr. Cote BLease, bright and vener- 
able names. 

Senator Rosinson, the minority 
leader, spoke with ‘his usual clearness 
and weight. The majority should be 
allowed to organize the Senate. If the 
demoted couldn’t belong to the ma- 
jority, why didn’t they com¢ over to 
the minority? Senator Gass candidly 
confessed that in the last Congress the 
Democrats had blundered in helping 
the Republican rebels to achieve their 
triumph, which looks so ridiculous 

- mow to the few that remember it—the 
election of Senator SmitH of South 
Carolina to. the Chairmanship of the 
Interstate Commerce Committee. No 
more of that sort of business for Mr. 
Guass. No more, we take it, for most 
Senate Democrats. For the Demo- 
cratic Party, Monday was a good day. 
No more insincere coalitions. The op- 
position will in time come to, power. 
Then it will be glad that the Republi- 





cans will not have what would be an | 
embarrassing precedent tq follow. | 

More than long enough the Republi- | 
cans have let the Lafollettians play | 
a double game. They have now put | 
their false friends where they belong. 
There will be general satisfaction with | 
the result. Senator Borauz, verging | 
from pathos to wrath, seems to be | 
the main sufferer. As often, he is/ 
poorer in logic than in emotion. If it | 
be the fact, as he says, that ‘’ we: 
“ elected CALVIN Coo.Lipap the individ- 
“ual,’’ his case for the Lafollettians 
falls. The Senators over whom he 
weeps were not for CALVIN COoOoLIDGE, 
the individual, the Republican or the 
candidate. How far even Mr. Boras | 
is, it is hard to discern through “al 
concentric envelope of Borahism. His 
remarks about Mr. TarrT’s renomina- 
tion in 1912, deplorable in taste, may | 
be attributed to anger, the ‘“ right- 
eous ’’ anger of the man who is for- 
tunate in knowing that he is always: 
right. Gifted with infallibility, he 
makes his fight, as he did in 1912, 
“ within the party.’’ His useful and 
admirable qualities need no new 
praise. His own account implies his 
essential defects. He is neither in the 
party nor.out of it. He is too solitary 
in political habiteto lead the party he 
stays in. He won't get out of it to 
lead other malcontents. So he remains 
a tempestuous Eremite, a dependent 
independent; in his passionate mo- 
ments a kind of Timon-Malvollio. 


TEACHING THEM THEIR BUSINESS. 

The Republicans in the Legislature 
at Albany are getting themselves into 
an illogical and indefensible attitude. 
They profess to be jealous for ‘“‘ the 
power of the purse.’’ It is the sole 
business of the Legislature to make 
the annual appropriations. The Re- 
publican leaders oppose the Executive 
Budget because, they say, it would be 
a deadly blow at the financial contro! 

















islature. But after all these appeals 


to high principle, the Republican 
majority places itself in the position 
of having to confess that it does not 
know howto make the appropriations. 
‘It passes bilis only to find them so 
full of errors and ivagances that 
it has hastily to recall them from the 
Governor. He insists that by proper 
legislation money enough ean be saved 
to make possible another cut of 25 per 
cent, in the income tax. But the Re- 
publicans reply that they do not know 
how this can be done. In effect, they 
ask the Governor to teach them their 
own business. 

Governor SmitH is ready to under- 
take their instruction. If they do not 
know how to pare the money bills, he 
will show them. If they do not under- 
stand the actual financial operations 
,of the State, he does. The Republican 
leaders may not see their way to make 
economies which will at the same time 
leave. a reasonable surplus in the} 
Treasury -and admit of reducing the 
income tax, but Governor SMITH pre- 
pares for them a little table showing 
in gross and in detail how the work 
can be done, He points out how the 
Legislature can provide: for all the 
legitimate needs of the State Govern- 
ment, and still hand back $8,000,000 to 
the taxpayers, this year as last. 

That the Republican leaders of the 
Legislature tacitly make a most hu- 
miliating confession in thus putting 
the case up to the Governor, they do 
not seem aware. But they are keenly 
conscious of the political. difficulties 
which they are piling up for them- 
selves.* They face a revolt within their 
own ranks. There are not a few Re- 
publican members of the Legislature 
who come from cities. They do not 
share the narrow view of the up-Stat- 
ers who are in command of the Legis- 
lature, and who hold that, since the 
people in the rural districts pay no 
income tax to sneak of, there ought to 
be no let-up on the rich people who 
live in the large towns. If the Gov- 
ernor presses his plan, as there is 
every sign that he will, the result is 
almost certain to be a rift in the Re- 
publican Party. Can it deliberately 
deny to the taxpayers the benefit 
which Governor SMITH proves can be 
given them? If it does, how does it 
think it can escape from the wrath to 
come at the polls? 


NO FREE SPEECH ABOUT RUSSIA. 
Monday night’s meeting in Town 
Hall, called to protest against the sys- 
tem of “ political prisoners ’’ in every 
country, including the United States, 
proceeded very smoothly sd long as the 
speeches were directed against every 
Government but one. When Russia 
was reached a packed audience broke 
up the meeting. Men who have long 
been on record as firm friends of the 
Soviet Government were denounced as 
liars because they ventured to suggest 
that Russia does not enjoy full free- 
dom of opinion and utterance. To 
prove that free speech is tolerated in 
Russia, the militant sympathizers with 
the Soviets stifled all efforts at. free 
speech on West Forty-third Street. 

This was probably the most signifi- 
cant feature of the proletarian upris- 
ing in Town Hall. If this is the liberty 
of expression which a little band of 
Communists concede to their oppo- 
nents in New York, it is not hard to 
imagine how much freedom an en- 
trenched Communist Government al- 
lows its opponents in Russia. There 
are still isolated authorities on ‘the 
truth about Russia ” who are in the 
habit of praising free elections in 
that country. Inasmuch as factory 
elections there are by a show of hands, 
one can deduce from the Town Hall 
experience how much the ordinary 
| factory workman in Moscow feels him- 
| self at liberty to vote his true belief in 
the presence of the presiding Commis- 
sar and his armed guide. 

Without intending to do so, the Com- 
munist demonstrators at Town Hall 
supplied. the American public with a 
good-sized chunk of truth about Rus- 
sia. Apparently there are still people 
in New York who hold that truth and 


ies should be defined as anything that 


helps or obstructs the Communist ex- 
periment in Russia. A political pris- 


| oner held by Admiral Hortuy is a 
| crime. A political prisoner held by the 


Cheka is a work of merit. 

It is doubtful whether everybody in 
Moscow will read the story of Mon- 
day’s riot here with complete satisfac- 
tion. In some Soviet quarters there 
may be disgust with another example 
of the Zinovieff Third International 
tactics. The same’policy that wrecked 
the Anglo-Russian treaty and that has 
rendered futile the French recognition 
of the Soviet Government is now 
broughs into play at a time when Mos- 
cow is trying to persuade President 
Coo.ipap that it is a Government fit 
to be recognized. 


HOW WE ARE TAZED.. 

About the income tax cases now so 
conspicuously before the public it would 
be foolish to give an opinion until the 
contradictions both as to facts and to 
motives are cleared up. The figures 
are large, but the humber of taxpayers 
concerned is small compared with the 
millions interested in the principles on 
which all are taxed. The courts dili- 
gently sought to teach Congress the 
distinction between capital and in- 
come. In general, the Congressional 
aim’ was to allow one section of the 
country to levy the taxes and compel 
another section to pay them. It is not 
mere word-splitting to say that the 
law should not include taxation of 
capftal jn an income tax law. In or- 
der to tax capital and profits on capi- 
tal, it is necessary to decide what 


capital is, and when capital is not real- 
ized by sale the ‘only method is esti- 
mate by valuation of experts. That 
opens the door wide to. innumerable 
quéstions of accounting. Not until 
that process is complete is it possible 
to say what profits are. 

In the Couzens case the property was 
actually sold and paid for. Now years 
after the transaction was closed it is 
proposed to reopen it. The argument 
is based on facts impossible of knowl- 
edge when the tax was assessed. No 
taxpayer can feel finality in his tax 
settlements if this can be done. In 
the copper cases Secretary MELLON de- 
clined to reopen settled cases on later 
information. He thought it more Jyst 
to make a fresh departure and kt the 
acts of preceding Administrations re- 
main undisturbed. “It was felt that 
“ the department should not substitute 
“its present judgment for the honest 
‘* judgment of those officials of the 
** prior Administration.’’ In the steam- 
ship case the Government recovered a 
considerable tax which it would have 
lost if the attempt to collect more had 
thrown the company into bankruptcy. 

Through all these cases ruhs an esti- 
-mate of value with reference to the 
arbitrary date fixed in the law, 19138.

Yet one court decision 
says ‘‘ increase in, value of capital in- 
\vestment is not income.’’ And an- 
other court decision says ‘‘ there is no 
income from the sale of investments.’’ 
The hardship of, such taxation is so 
great that the present law affords 
some relief; but the Treasury is years 
behind in the audit of claims unger 
old laws. 

“AN ECONOMIC REVOLUTION.” 

Over the radio from Washington 
Secretary Hoover said to the Academy 
of Political Science in this city that 
there is ‘‘a wider diffusion of prop- 
erty ’’ in the United States than in 
any other country. The kind of prop- 
erty chiefly in question is stocks and 
bonds. Mr. Rosert 8S. BINKERD of the 
Committee on Public Relations of the 
Eastern Railroads reported that since 
1918 public utility and corporate en- 
terprises have added to their rolls 
at least 3,500,000 stockholders and 
2,500,000 bondholders. In the same 
period savings banks ‘have opened 
28,000,000 new accounts. Since 1916 
the number of farmers financially in- 
terested in cooperative buying or sell- 
ing has risen from 651,000 to 2,500,- 
000. The President of the Academy, 
Dr. SamMuEi. McCuns Linpsay, in- 
dulged in no hyperbole when he char- 
acterized all this as ‘‘an economic 
revolution.’’ 

New problems no less than new 
triumphs are incident to revolution. 
The nation is becoming rapidly over- 
spun with industrial plants and public 
utilities, regional corporations for sup- 
plying electric current and farmers’ 
cooperative societies .being only the 
latest. For a generation and more it 
has been evident that legislative en- 
actments are unable to regulate these 
in all details. Yet since the Interstate 
Commerce Commission was created 
in 1887 the variety and the powers 
of administrative tribunals have in- 
creased portentously. Our abhorrence 
‘of “ government by commission ’’ has 
been powerless to check their growth. 
It is not unlikely that they may 
prove to be the most momentous in- 
stitutional ‘‘ revolution "’ of our times, 
adding as they do a “** fourth branch 
of government ’’ to executive, legisla- 
ture and judiciary. As to their future 
the Chairman of the Public Service 
Commission saw a hopeful sign in the 
new ‘‘ reign of the small investor.’” A 
public that is interested both as stock- 
/-holder and as consumer, Mr. PRENDER- 
cast thinks, will at once sustain and 
guide the regulating authorities. As 
one speaker put it, industrial control 
is passing ‘‘ from Wall Street to Main 
Street.’’ 

That other ‘‘ problem of sustained 
democracy,’’ employe ownership, con- 
tains the germ of a revolution poten- 
tially more decisive, but it is scarcely 
one of the present. Out of the 3,500,- 
000 new stockholders, only one- 
seventh, or 500,000, are employes. 
Advocates of “ industrial democracy ”’ 
confessed grave doubts to the Acad- 
emy. SIDNEY HrtuMaN of the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers said that 
employes are as yet “too ignorant t 
to share in industrial control, though 
he has hopes of their learning through 
the labor banking movement. 
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THE GRADE-CROSSING MESSAGE. 

In his special message to the Legis- 
lature dealing with elimination of 
railway grade crossings Governor 
SmitH does not leave the opposition 
a leg to stand on. The work should 
be done in a comparatively few years. 
‘* The present procedure of small ap- 
** propriations and legal difficulties is 
‘* productive,’’ says the Governor, 
** of nothing but delays and the small- 
‘test possible percentage of accom- 

plishment.’’ Does he not hit the nail

Unless the State can undertake the 
whole job in the form of a revolving 
fund, making loans to the cities and 
to the railroads, everything elsé be- / 
comes an ineffective gesture. 

The Governor’s proposal, which the 
Legislature ‘approved last year and 
must sanction again this year in order 
that it may be presented to the people, 
contemplates a hond issue of $300,- 
000,000. ‘‘ The reason for suggesting 
the provision of this sum,” the Gov- 
ernor- points out, “ was in order that 
‘“*the State might be placed in the 
** position of insisting upon progress.”

OIL WASTE AT SEA. 

That the problem of ofl upon the 
waters, still unsolved along our At- 
lantic and Pacific Coasts, is becoming 
world-wide may be inferred from a 
seriés of letters recently~ published in 
The London Times. The seacoasts of 
the ‘English Channel and the North 
Sea, as well as parts of the coasts of 
the Bay of Biscay, have been much 
troubled recently with the excess of 
light mineral oil as well as sludge. 
The consequent damage to sea and 
bird life is beginning to reach large 
proportions. It has been reported by 
British scientists that even the thin- 
nest possible film of oll on water will 
hinder the natural process of oxida- 
tion and so. is detrimental and often 
fatal to marine life long exposed’to it. 
Birds have been picked up in large 
numbers along the seashore with 
their wings and plumage irreparably 
injured by the heavier oils. Lord 
MONTAGU OF BEAULIEU, well known in 
England as a sportsman, who among 
other distinctions enjoys the title of 
Verderer of the New Forest, reports 
that his swans, which for years have 
flown along the English coast between 
Weymouth and Brighton, are begin- 
ning to die in large numbers from ex- 
posure to oil. 

Legislation was passed in this coun- 
try a year ago prohibiting the dump- 
ing of oil within the three-mile limit. 
This is satisfactory so far as it goes, 
but it does not reech the heart of the 
matter. Not even an international 
convention restricting the dumping of 
oil within a hundred miles of the coast 
would be really effective. Wind and 
tide sooner or later would carry it 
ashore. The remedy lies rather in 
using up the entire residue of oil on 
board ship. That this can be done suc- 
cessfully has been shown in: Japan, 
and also by one of the correspondents 
of The London Times, whose company 
operates oil burners. According to 
him, thé separation of oil is compara- 
tively simple, and his company has 
been able to recover all the oil fit for 
use—" leaving only a very small resi- 
* due which, mixed with sawdust, can 
“be used to advantage in any furnace 
“ or sent to the d 

It goes without saying that to throw 
away oil which can be profitably re- 
covered is wasteful. But will -the 
machinery necessary to separate and 
recover oil heretofore dumped over- 
board pay for itself? Americans are 
inclined to use oil and coal with undue 
prodigality. They are less ready than 
the British or Japanese to consider the 
wastefulness of dumping oils at sea 
But once the use of devices for utiliz- 
ing ‘all oil residues becomes mandatory, 
there is little doubt that enough im- 
provements in them will be made to 
render them economically profitable. 


THE WONDERFUL STAR. 

When one reads that the diameter 
of the star Mira has been found to be 
250,000,000 miles. and then that the 
equatorial diameter of the earth, meas- 
ured to the fraction of a mile, is, as 
announced in yesterday's Timss, less 
than 8,000 miles (7,926.678), one is 
moved to exclaim with the Psalmist: 

When I consider the heavens, the work

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SAVING THE TREASON HOUSE 


Appeals to Legislators to Avert Its 
Destruction Are Urged. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The famous Treason House, at West 
Haverstraw, N. Y., one of America’s 
most historic and precious shrines, has 
been ordered destroyed by, the New 
York*“State authorities for the erection 
of a hospital on its site. This house, 
within whose walls was planned the 
“Great Treason’’ between Major John 
André and General Benedict Arnold, a 
story that every schoolboy knows and 
which has no parallel as the most tragic 
and dramatic incident of all American 
history, is going to be razed. It must 
make room for modern buildings, and 
this in spite of the fact it is now the 
property of the State of New York. 

At the meeting of the Brooklyn Insur- 
ance Brokers’ Association last week so 
important was the matter of preserving 
Treason House considered that various 
insurance bills now before the Legisla- 
ture at Albany were sidetracked. Ex- 
Senator John Eagan in a spirited pa- 
triotic address said that “‘the petty af- 
fairs of the insurance business were as 
nothing compared to the perpetuation of 
American ideals and principles through 
the preservation of our historic_places.” 
The association then passed a strong 
resolution urging Governor Smjth to use 
his efforts for the restoration and 
preservation of Treason House, to 
have a fund set aside for that purpose 
and to have the historic mansion given 
into the custody of some historical so- 
ciety. 

Colonel Francis R. Stoddard, ex-Su- 
perintendent of Insurance of the State 
of New York, writes me, in part: 

“I sympathize very much with what 
the insurance press is trying to accom- 
plish.’’ x 

Captain L. E. Bonnaud, Chairman of 
the Committee for the Preservation of 
Treason House, writes me: 

“It is desirable that every person in- 
terested take it up [the preservation of 
Treason House] with his Assemblyman 
and State Senator, to the end that the 
necessary appropriations be made.’’ 

In condemning Treason House the 
State authorities say that “‘the Treason 
House interferes with the general scheme 
of buildings at the West Haverstraw 
Hospital.” For this. reason it must be 
torn down. Van any one imagine a more 
inane excuse than this? And all that is 
required for the preservation of Treason 
House is $15,000, which the State says 
it cannot afford. What about Philipse 
Manor Hall at Yonkers, for whose resto- 
ration the State set aside $25,000, the 
gee of Yonkers raising another $25,- 
000, to their everlasting praise? Shame 
upon the State authorities who offer 
such petty cxcuses, when the State of 

assachusetts has set aside hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for the preservation 
of its historic shrines and homes! 

Are the people of this great Empire 
State going to allow this procedure? Are 
the: people of New York City going to 
allow it? Yet something must be done 
or Treason House will be destroyed. 

Another excuse offered by the State 
hospital authorities is that to leave 
Treason House where it is so that a 
number of visitors would come to see the 
famous shrine would interfere with the. 
discipline of the children. Yet historians 
have stated again and again that the 
only way to educate children of the fu- 
ture is to take them to see our historic 
places and explain to them what they 
mean and what they stand for. Destroy 
our historic shrines and you destroy the 
ideals of Americanism and patriotism. 
The names of Washington’ Jefferson, 
Lincoln and other great patriots of the 
past will eventually become only names. 

Treason House, which interferes with 
the education of our children in the 
opinion of the hospital authorities, is a 
building of historic.value ranking in im- 

portance with Independence Hall in 
Philadelphia, Faneuil Hall in Boston and 
Washington’s home in Mount Vernon. 

There is in our spacious America s0

Most of the legislation 
submitted to Congress should never,be 
passed, and, time and again, the sensi- 
ble minority h proved its worth in 
saving us from disaster. But the action 
of the Senate in the last session of the 
Sixty-eighth Congress has certainly 
demonstrated the need. for a change in 
the rules to a more businesslike basis. 
A fine-looking old man sat behind me 
in the gallery on a recent day at the 
Capitol and, with ili-concealed disgust, 
watched the Senators playing their fa- 
miliar game of cocking the weather eye 
to their constituents on the theory that 
it is not what they do but what they 
say that counts. Presently he remarked 
in a perfectly audible tone, ‘“‘So these 
are the men who govern us,”’ and, after 
a pause, ‘‘God help us!’’

JAPANESE EXCLUSION. — 
An Appraisal of the Advantages 


Disadvantages Resulting From. It. 


7'o the Editor of The New York Times: ‘ae 
What have we gained and what hav : 
we lost by shutting out fhe Japanese? 
The exclusion clause was adopted in’ 
the heat-of a political campaign 
all parties were chiefly interested in f 
effect upon the coming election. 

the Japanese Ambassador P 

‘“‘grave consequences”; but this was in 
terpreted as 4& threat rather than a 
prophecy and made thoughtful action - 
still more impossible. Shall any foreign 
nation dictate to us our domestic policy? 
So the bill went through with an over-" 
whelming majority. 

Today we are able to weigh the mat- 
ter more dispassionately and to look 
beyond the limits of the present hour 
and our own shores. Suppose, then, we 
try to reckon what we have gained and 
lost through our hasty action. It is too 
early to make up the whole account; but 
certain items are already on the ledger. 
There are three things we have gained. 
First, wé have shut out the entrance. 
annually of about 150 Japanese who_ 
probably, though by no means certainly, 
might remain permanently with us. 
These could have been excluded just as 
completely by the gentlemen’s agreement 
which Japan stood ready to continue. 
But we preferred to shut them out with- 
out consulting her. Why should .we con- 
Mescend to ask her coopération? 

Second, we have brought our immigra- 
tion law somewhat into harmony with 
our naturalization law. An applicant for 
citizenship must be “‘a free white per- 
son’’; and the Supreme Court has ruled 
that ‘‘white’’ means just what the or- 
dinary reader would understand it to 
mean. To be sure, we naturalize 
Finns and Turks, all of whom the 
ordinary reader has been taught belong 
to the yellow race; and also, after the 
Fourteenth Amendment, we opened nate | 
uralization to ‘“‘persons of African birth 
or African descent.’’ But the Supreme 
Court in 1922 decided that Japanese can- 
not be naturalized because fhey are not 
“white” ; so, logically, they come under 
the clause that declares ‘‘No alien in- 
eligible to citizenship shall be admitted 
to the United States.’” And we must be 
logical even if we are not diplomatic. . ~ 

Third, we have finally, it is to be hoped, 
ended the anti-Japanese agitation in 
California, which began in 1900 and has 
been increasingly a source of trouble 
ever since. It is true that the immigra- 
tion law cannot remove from California 
the Japanese who already are there; but 
the strict laws against their holding or § 
renting land will do much to drive them 
out, either back to Japan or to other 
States, where the propaganda against 
them is not so bitter. Whether Califor- 
nia will be happier in their absence re- 
mains to be seen. If she is not, she will 
promptly tell us; for reticence is not 
her most prominent characteristic. 

These are the gains of the Exclusion 
act. What are the losses? 

First, we have thrown away the 
friendship of Japan. Despite the efforts 
of the yellow press in both lands to de- 
stroy it, we have had her friendship ever 


I since, by strong yet kindly insistence, | 


we forced her to open her doors to the 
world. We have put it to acid tests | 
sometimes by our treatment of her peo- 
ple_on the Pacific Coast; but it never 
has been destroyed. And our recent acts 
of helpfulness, when she was in sore 
distress from earthquake and fire, made 
it greater than ever before. The Jap- 
anese felt that America was their best 
friend.. More than that; we became in 
many ways their ideal: American prin- 
ciples and institutions were highly pop- 
ular, and the inclination was to- adopt 
them as far and as fast as possible. That 
is all ended: now. The general belief 
among the Japanese is that Americans 
despise them utterly and have pfo- 
nounced them unfit for civilized society. 


dj- Second, our action has been,a severe 


blow to trade between the two countries. 
We need an outlet for our goods, and 
Japan, especially since the earthquake, 
needs lumber, machinery and a _ host 
of things that we can supply. We lent 
her money; she stood ready to spend 
it in our markets... That readiness is 
gone. The men who say, “No matter 
how Japan feels, she will buy from us 
if we can sell cheaper than our competi- 
tors,” are deceiving themselves. ‘‘Made 
in America’ is now for the Japanese 
what ‘‘Made in Germany’’ was for us a 
few years ago: indeed, it is even more 
so, for traffic with an unfriendly coug- 
try is impious as well as disloyal. 

Third, we have strengthened the mili-- 
taristic party in Japan. That party, 
which took Germany as its ideal, was 
greatly discredited ‘by the results of the 
great war. Japan recognized that the 
strength of a nation does not depend 
solely on the size of its army and navy, 
and that friendship rather than fear 
exerts the best control over neighboring 
nations. The change of policy in her 
treatment of Korea and her treatment 
of China came from the rise to power 
of the anti-militarists. Now the mili- 
tary party is coming back ‘to its own. 
There is no thought of attacking the: 
Uhited States; all realize that Japan is 
too weak in men and money to do this. 
But there is a widespread belief, fos 
tered by yellow journals, that sooner or 
later the United States will attack 
Japan, and that the nation must be kept 
in readiness to defend itself. 

Fourth, it need hardly be sald that 
Christianity in Japan has met with a 
severe blow. Its progress has been set 
back twenty-five years; such is the gen- 
eral verdict of the missionaries. 

Fifth, we have turned the face of 
Japan away from Europe and America 
toward China. If she is to be treated 
as other Asiatics, she must cast in her 
lot with them for better or worse. 
China has what Japan greatly needs, a 
boundless store of high-grade iron and 
coal. Japan has what China greatly 
lacks, modern science and the art of 
government. Let the two combine, and 
they form a yellow peril indeed. China 
has looked to Japan as her natural 
leader, and has sent her young men to 
Japan in large numbers for an educa- 
tion; but hitherto Japan has treated 
China in a way that would arouse only 
hatred. There are plain indications that 

Japan has ‘changed her attitude and 
is now trying to win the friendship of 
her great neighbor ; and the attempt can 
hardly fail of success, because friendly 
relations are so obviously to the advan- 
tage of both countries. China at present 


is kindly disposed toward America; but 
how long will she continue to be so Jif 
she listens to Japan? ‘Then, with “Rae 
rope disliking us and South America dis- 
gga f Rye where will be our friends?

Dr. Hayford suffered a stroke in De- 
cember and had peen ill since. 

Professor Hayford established the 
tending to establish that earthquakes 
are caused: by movements of the earth’s 
bulk, not to gases and lava on its 
crust, he was awarded the Victoria 
Medal of the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety of Great Britain last March. 
Isostasy strengthens the evidence that 
the earth is solid from surface to centre, 
not a floating crust. 

Dr. Hayford was born in Rouse’s 
Point, N. Y., May 19, 1868, and was 
graduated from Cornell University with 
the degree of civil engineer in 1889 and

Mrs, Stokes, according to the decision 
late today. of Judge W. N. Gemmill, will 
be permitted to take the witness stand 
and enter formal denial of the testimony 
of two sleeping car conductors that late 
in 1922 she made overnight trips with 
men other than her husband. 


Hal K. Billig, young Chicago real es- 
tate man, cousin of Mrs. .Stokes and one 
of the co-respondents named in Mr. 
Stokes’s. New York divorce suit, denied 
from the witness stand late today that 
he ever traveled with Mrs. Stokes. 

Burke of Chicago, one of the 
conductors, had testified yesterday that 
Mrs. Stokes had introduced. her train 
companion as Hal Billig, her cousin. 
E.- .V, Hanson of Chicago, the other, 
testified today that from descriptions he 
thought he recognized young Billig as 
the companion on another trip.

BAD FAITH {S CHARGED 





Alan Rowe Examined Plastered Wall 
and Revealed Secret En- 
trance to Chamber.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 10.—Dr. 
George A. Reisner, head of the Egyp- 
tion expedition of Harvard University 
and Boston Museum of Fine Arts, who 
is now in this country conducting sec- 
ond semester courses at Harvard, de- 
clared today that the tomb just dis- 
covered at Giza by. his expedition, is not 
that of Sneferu or of Cheops (Khufu). 
He believes the sarcophagus may con- 
tain the mummy of a cess, or some 
other of the Pharaoh’s family. 

“According to my, way of thinking,’’ 
said Dr. Reisner, “Cheops was buried in 
his ‘pyramid at Giza, and Sneferu at 
Dahshur, fifteen miles south of the 
Pyramid of Cheops. Their. sardophagi 
were never found, but their tombs were. 
They were plundered. I think this is the 
burial chamber of a member of the royal 
family, probably of a Princess. 

“The tomb was sealed by Cheops, but 
that does not mean that it was Sneferu. 
It only indicates that the person was a 
member of the Pharaoh’s entourage, or 
a member of his family. And a bed 
was found which I think was given by 
Sneferu.”’ ‘ 

The new discovery, which Dr. Reisner 
considers most important, was the un- 
earthing of a tomb and sarcophagus, 
with other objects in sixty feet of solid 
limestone, near the pyramid of Cheops 
at Giza, the scene of the excavations 
conducted by the joint expedition. . It 
was found leading from the tomb of 
Cheops to the edge of the cliff, which 
rises 150 feet from the little village of 
Kafr-el-Haram. The cap along the edge 
of the causeway-has been broken down. 


Only Intact Tomb of the Age. 


“The discovery,” continued Dr. Reis- 
ner, “is the only intact tomb of impor- 
tance ever. found in the old kingdom of 
the pyramid age. In January the cause- 
way valley to the temple of Cheops was 
peor and in proceeding with the final 
exainination the workmen‘noted a 
of plaster which covered the Band ras 
foundation of the causeway.

Under 
the agreement the jobbers promised to 
furnish labor costs on every bundle of 
garments made up for them by con- 
tractors. This, according to the union, 
they failed to do. - 
The jobbers had a meeting yesterday 
at the Hotel Martinique, -but Alfred 
Lyons, manager of the association, de- 
clined to discuss the situation. The 
contractors met at the Hotel Pennsyi- 
vania and said they were with the 
union in its attempt to compel the job- 
bers to live up to the new agreement.

“It is certain that some early Kings 
erected ‘fake’ pyramids order to put 
tomb robbers off the scent.

‘Surrogate Foley handed down’ an opin- 
ion yesterday refusing probate to the 
will of Rudolph Feuereisen, a real estate 
broker, of 1,263 Fafth Avenue, who died 
Oct. 28 last at the:age of 53 years. The 
bulk of the estate was willed to Mrs. 
Anna Feuereisen, who was described in 
the Surrogate’s opinion as the’ real 
estate man’s common-law wife, and to 
friends. .His two children, by the doc- 
ument rejected by the Surrogate, were to 
have had only a small share of the estate. 


The Surrogate decided that Feuereisen 
was not competent to make a will when 
bw a offered for probate .was 
signe 

If the Surrogate’s decision is upheld, 
‘the bes flegatees will be yo A two chil- 
dren euereisen and Mrs. Janette 
eerineiee of Lakewood, N. J. The docu- 
ment rejected b the Surrogate ve 
$6,000 in cash and insurance and a third 
interest in. stock of the Feuereisen 
ery Corporation, composing the chief 
item in the estate, to the decedent’s 
divorced wife, Yetta Feuereisen, mother 
of the children. 

Finds Execution Mlegal. 

The Surrogate’s opinion read: 

“I find that the propounded paper 
was not executed in accordance with the 
provisions of the decedent estate law, 
and that the testator was not possessed 
of testamentary capacity at the time of 
its alleged execution. The proponent 
failed to sustain the burden of proof 
upen either of these issues. The testator 
was about years of age. He left 
surviving him a wife, who claims 
through a common-law marriage, and 
two children by a former marria eS 
Earfy in the morning of Oct. 20,. 1924, 
contracted a severe case of pneumonia. 
He also suffered from heart disease. 
Morphine in quantity was administered 
to him. He die da few days later, on 
Oct. 28, 1924. 

During the afternoon of Oct. 20, 
1924, he is supposed to have given the 
draftsman minute: instructions as to the 
disposition of his property. The will de- 
clared that he was worth the sum of 
$300,000 in cash and securities, in addi- 
tion to stock in certain real estate cor- 
There was no basis for fact 
for ‘such statement, for the property 
actually owned by him did not exceed in 
value the sum of $10,000, and his estate 
includes a similar amount in life insur- 
ance. 


Finds Testator’s Mind Was Unsound. 


“The family of the draftsman of 
the will (who was not related to the 
testar) received under it the sum of 
$15,000. The testimony of the attending 
physicians, Dr. Brendler and Dr, Siro-

Merchants Say World Trade 


Rivals Get Credits Denied 
to Them. 


PLAN CURB IN FUTURE DEAL 


‘Thirty-Day. Payment Limit for 
Creditors May Be Asked of Ger- 
man Banking Heads. 


Although nearly all. American in- 
dustries pledgéfi their support to the 
$110,000,000 German reparations loan, 
floated last October, some of them re- 
ported yesterday that their participation 
and well-wishing had recoiled upon them 
in an unexpected way. They find now, 
so they said, that German competitors 
for world trade are obtaining as a dil- 
rect result of this loan certain credit 
advantages which not even American 
industries can get. 

As a result’ of these advantages, it 
was said, the German industries are able 
to give their customers in foreign lands 
@ long'time allowance in the matter of |p 
paying bills. Sometimes a six months 
allowance is given and in other in- 
stances even a full year. The American 
industries, however, in most cases are: 
able to give only.a three months’ time 
allowance, 

As @ result, it was said, the German 
traders in effect have received loans of 
American money with which to go after 
business which otherwise might have 
gone to American industries. The Ger- 
man banks exert a close control over 
German industries, while in America the 
banks and industries are quite far apart, 
the banks sticking closely to a straight 
banking business and the industries to a 
straight industrial business. 


@ Obtain Better Credit. 


But-through the large new loan which 
was extended by American banks and, 
according to this complaint, was made 
out of money which logically would be 
considered as American’ industrial 
money, the German industries have been 
able to get better credit arrangements 
from their own banks than American 
industries can get from their banks. 
Foreign markets have consequently been 
able to buy German goods and have a 


longer time in which to pay for them 
p-- vo Raga have in the case of American 


In South America particularly, it was 
stated, the American competitors of Ger- 
man exporters are encountering the ob- 
stacle of time allowance in which bills 
must be paid. The net effect, so some of 
these American industrialists have point- 
ed out, has been to finance German com- 
petition against American industries on 
more favorable terms, and with Amert- 
can money, than can be gained by Amer- 
can industries. 

To remedy the » seppoeed unfavorable 
condition, the Presidents of several man- 
ufacturing companies have asked bank- 
ers to insert a clause in future loan 
contracts, and if possible to gain a sim- 
ilar understanding with respect to the

German banks to set a thirty-day limit 
upon such trade loans, which is the usual 
rate employed by American banks in 
financing American industrial exports. 


The Concerns Aftected. 


The companies directly affected are 
comprised of certain of the automobile 
and equipment manufacturing concerns. 
Other companies manufacturing articles 
which are pre-eminently American in 
character, such as the sewing machine, 
typewriter, railroad equipment and farm 
implements, also have been affected.
